'All views of what constitutes a "safe and sane 


Fourth" are not wholly rational. There are some who

jects. Rational contemplation of the reform does not 
propose an entire suppression ot Young America's 
ebulliency or an interference with reasonable or even 
an extravagant enjoyment of die day, but the rather 
designs to preserve the traditions while at the same 
time preventing criminal loss of life, shattering of 
bodies and destruciion of property. 
It is pointed 


out by some persons who stick for the preservation 
of all the usages which Independence Day lias devel- 
oped that noise-making has been a part of the national 
custom since the country had a birthday to celebrate;

Indeed, i 
is sought in some parts to revive these and so dis 
place later and dangerous practices that an intense 
commercialism has attached to the day. A rationa 
"safe and sane" Fourth means the preservation o 
the essential things that always have, distinguished tin 
day and extinction of those newer customs that mak> 
up the long catalogue of folly and crime and writ 
an appaling story of hundreds of deaths and thousand 
?f mannings and a lurid record of conflagration <eac 
recurring Independence Day.

SOCIALISM IN CONGRESS. 


Household refuse becomes garbage and garbage be- 


comes filth. To most persons filth is an offense. 
That 


doubtless was the primary reason for collecting and 
destroying garbage under public auspices. 
Today 


(here is a better primary reason. Filth is the most pro- 
lific breeder of disease. 
And menace of disease in- 


creases in ratio to the accumulation of filth. The gar- 
bage problem is a health problem. To temporize with 
i condition in which public cleanliness and public 
health are bound up is folly. In Fort Wayne this 
problem is acute and the duty is to find the earliest 
ind best means to solve it. It is an indispensable step 
to the larger plans of the City Beautiful propaganda, 
[t is a condition precedent to the cherished and noble 
river improvement scheme. 
Without its solution the 


attempt to completely remedy sewer conditions will 
prove futile. The sewer problem is already under ex- 
pensive but necessary consideration. The collection 
ind destruction of garbage is designed to take care 
of such variety of household and other filthy, offensive 
and disease-breeding refuse as cannot become sewage. 
So Jong as the garbage problem remains unsolved the 
general practice of making sewage of matter that will 
not flow in the conduits will continue. A proper so- 
lution of the garbage problem will not necessarily 
mean a tremendous expenditure nor a great delay. If 
.the city council and the administration will address 
themselves promptly to a solution the lapse of n year 
will witness

The Fulness of the Blessing.

and to press it upon the acceptance of 
each—"tostlfyinK both to the .Tews, and 
also to the Greeks, repentance towards 
Gnd. and faith towards our Lord Jesus 
Christ." He then referred them to the 
uncertainty of his own prospects for 
the future, and the expectation he had 
of being called to suffer for the name 
of Christ; declaring Jit the same time

permitted to exercise his ministry, and 
to spend whatever time might yet be 
allotted to him in preaching salvation 
through the Redeemer's merits. 
In 


reviewing his ministry among them 
he called them to witness that he had 
faithfully delivered the whole message 
with which he was encrusted; so that 
it any had not availed themselves of the. 
proffered 
mercy, 
It 
could 
not 
be 


charged upon him that he had. failed to 
make known either the freeness of the 
offer, the fulness of the blessing, or 
the danger attending its neglect. 
He 


then gave them some directions, relat- 
ing especially to their duties as elders 
o£ the church; and, warning them of 
the clanger which he foresaw would 
arise, besought them to watch, and di- 
rected them to God as their helper, and 
the ."Word of his grace," as able to 
"build them up." and "give them an 
inheritance among them that are sanc- 
tified." And in conclusion he appealed 
to them as to his own upright conduct 
while with them, his freedom from in- 
terested motives, and his desire rather 
to distribute to others than .to gain for 
himself any worldly advantage. 


Let me direct your attention more 


particularly to that part of his address 
in which we see the resource to which 
the apostle refers, and the blessings he 
expects from it. 


God's Abounding Grace. 


• 1. The resource to which the apostle 
refers them.—"And now, brethren, I 
commend you to God, and to the Word 
of his grace."

It gives the first 
title to that inheritance; for believers 
are said to be horn again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of Incorruptible, by 
the Word of God which abldeth for- 
ever." The Word of God is able, when 
accompanied 
by the influence of the 


Spirit, to arouse the sinner from his 
slumbers, to teach him the danger of 
an unconverted state, to make him in 
earnest in the inquiry, "What shall I 
do to be saved?" and to point him to 
the Lamb of God. which taketh away 
the sins of the world. 
That Word is 


inheritance which has long been 
object of his hopes and desires; 


Not only the church as a body, but 


each individual believer, shall be pre-

Sir John Richardson, the Arctic ex 


plorer, who died in 1805 in his seventy 
ninth year, said: 


"I am quite satisfied that spirltou 


liquors diminish tho power of resisttn 
cold. 
The Hudson's Bay compan 


have for many years entirely exclude 
spirits from their fur countries in th 
north, over which they have excluslv 
control, to the great improvement 
the health and morals of their Can- 
adian servants 
and 
of the Indian 


tribes." 


The Arctic explorers, Kennedy and 


Kane, also found it best to dj> without 
alcoholic liquors in polar regions. 


Dr. .7. Robertson, who has surgeon in 


Sir James Ross' Antarctic expedition, 
testified before a parliamentary com- 
mittee that warm tea or coffee 
was 


preferable spirits, and that it had be- 
come the regular practice o£ hunters 
of. the northwest company to take tea 
instead of spirits because they found 
tea more sustaining. 


Captain Edward Parry, after twelve 


years' experience in the Arctic regions, 
said: 
" Are ardent spirits necessary?

arctic regions, and Is not used by ex- 
plorers. 


All this verifies what Sir Benjamin 


Ward Richardson, the eminent phy- 
sician, said in his "Temperance Lesson 
Book," page 271, that:
